ming pool soon but the money won't 
come from the treasury. 
> \ movement started by the Daily

“he newspapers began the cam- 
paign without the chief executive's 
knowledge but he is inclined to ac- 
cept the fund for severel reasons, One 
is that he does not want to take any 
money from the depleted treasury. 

_ Another is that he feels a declina-

Present plans are for the pool to 
be built in the west wing of the 
White House between the executive 
offices and the White House proper.

>White House, but Mr. Roosevelt 
vetoed that idea because he did not 
want to change in any way the pres- 
ent architectural design of the execu- 
tive mansion. 

Lieutenant Colonel U. S. Grant III, 
director of the office of public build- 
ings, already has made a preliminary 
survey preparatory to starting work 
on the pool. Apparently there are no 
obstacles to placing it in the west 
wing. 

Lieutenant Colonel Grant said the 
tank might cost more than $10,000, 
the White House estimate, but that 
would be determined later. 

He said that there was a possibility 
the cost would be increased because 
it was not known what lay beneath 
the surface of the spot tentatively 
chosen for the tank, since that portion 
of the executive mansion had _ stood 
since Jefferson’ day. 

Probably all that will be necessary 
t. clear the way for the tank, is to 
rip out a partition and take up a 
portion of the floor. The space is 
being used now by the White House 
gardener.

A rare operation, of a type prob-< 
ably never before been done in this 
part of the south, was recently per- 
formed in the new bronchoscopic: de- 
partment of St. Joseph's infirmary 
when physicians removed the entire 
larynx of Alva M. Burch, 50, of 
Chaun ey, Ga. The operation has 
been declared a success and the work 
of the physicians in the difficult 
laryngectomy has received the ac- 
claim of the medical profession in 
the city. 

An artificial larynx, manufactured 
by the Western Electric Company, 
will enable. Mr. Burch to speak. 

In an operation of this kind the 
lungs are entirely disconnected from 
the mouth and throat and the wind- 


at the base of the throat. Breathing 
takes place through this opening and 
speech is impossible without the aid 
of the artificial larynx which uses 
air pumped by the lungs to generate 
a vocal tone by the use of a reed,

Than Unemployment, 
Critics Told. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(P)— 
Frances Perkins, Roosevelt secretary | 


of labor, upheld before a battery of 
congressional critics today the plan of 


her chief for putting thousands of un- 
employed to work, at nominal wages, | 
on*conserving forest lands. 

She emphasized that this was a re- | 
lief rather than an unemployment | 
measure. | 

“These are not jobs, in the true) 
sense of the word,” she told the mem-|

bers of senate and house labor com- | 


mittees, meeting in joint session. But | 
the plan, she maintained, would pre- | 
serve the self-respect and morale of | 
thousands who now are “living. by! 
their wits” in large cities. | 
But though she clearly impressed 
the committee with her exposition on | 
every point, the prospect tonight was. 
that neither house would act on the| 
bill before next week. The com nittees | 
will continue their hearing tomorrow, 
with leaders of organized labor expect-_| 
ed to be heard in opposition, directed | 
particularly at the $1 a day rate of | 
pay proposed for the workers in the | 
civilian “conservation corps.” ; 
Criticism was showering down upon 
the president’s plan for members of 
the two committees when Miss Perkins 
appeared, wearing her customary 
three-pointed black hat and black coat. 
Standing near the head of the long 
table, around which the house and/| 
senate members sat, she took the ob- 
jections up one by one and replied to 
them so effectively that there was 
rarely a retort. 
She said at the outset, in answer to 
criticism of the proposal to pay unem- 
ployed only $1 a day, that the plan 


should be regarded entirely as ‘“‘a re- 
lief, rather than an employment meas- 
ure.” 

This explanation was meanwhile be- 
ing emphasized by Secretary Dern at 
the war department. He said the prin- 
cipal purpose of the plan was to drain 
the big cities of their hordes of job- 
less. He mentioned particularly, New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland. 

Miss Perkins quieted fears of com- 
mittee members that the $1 a day 
workers would take the place of labor- 
ers now getting regular wages. She 
said the work they would do was on 
projects that otherwise could not be 
undertaken for 10 years. 

“This is not to be regarded as an 
attempt to start a sweatshop labor 
program,” she said in answer to a 
question from Chairman Connery, of | 
the house committee, who has voiced 
labor’s objections to the proposed wage 
level. 

“Nor can it be used to depress the 
wages of labor,” she added. ‘The fed- 
eral government should use all its in- 
fluence to uphold the wage level.”

ALABAMA HOUSE VOTES 


INGUME TAX MEASURE 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 23,.— 
(UP)—The Alabama house of repre- 
sentatives late today passed the ad- 
ministration-sponsored income tax bill, 
to 36, after a long and bitter strug- 
gle. 

The measure, an amendment, pro- 
vides for a 5 per cent tax on individ- 
ual incomes and 3 per cent on cor- 
incomes. Sixty-four votes 
were needed to make the three-fifths 
majority required “for constitutional 
amendments. The administration had 
exactly 64 votes. 

Representative Pierce, of Barbour 
county, made a hurried plane trip from 
Atlanta, while administration forces 
held off the vote until he arrived. 

The passage of the income tax 
amendment marked the close of one 
of the bitterest and closest fights in 
Alabama legislative history. The bill 
needed four days to pass the house. 
It will go to the senate next week 
where it is expected to pass in shorter 
time. 

The measure will be submitted to 
the voters of the state 90 days after 
adjournment of the legislature.

NEW YORK, March 23.—(/)— 
The stock market succeeded in revers- 
ing its downward trend today, though 
extreme gains of 1 to 4 points were 
subsequently cut to an average net 
advance of around a point. 

The market made its spurt in the 
first hour; thereafter it 
slowly. Trading on this decline was 
chiefly notable for its dullness and for 
persistent firmness of rails coincident 
with a rally in carrier bonds. Wheat 
was stronger and cotton appreciated 
moderately, while United States gov- 
ernment loans received calmly predic- 
tions that farm mortgage refinancing 
plans’ entailed a large bond issue. 

Railroad equities are -being buoyed 
by prospeets of legislation and carrier 
shares held up against downward 
drifts of industrial and utilities. New 
York Central, Baltimore & Ohio, 
Louisville & Nashville, Southern Pa- 
cific, Chesapeake & Ohio and Santa 
Fe were np 1 to 1 1-2. Norfolk & 
Western jumped 6. 

Short covering swung the market 
swiftly upward during the first hour. 
Commission houses viewed the rebound 
as a natural recovery from recent de- 
clines. 

American Telephone, hurrying up 
3 1-2 points, found support light there- 
after and reacted to close a point low- 
er. United States Steel all but yielded 
a rise of about a point and a half. 
General Motors eased fractionally. 

American Tobacco “B” and Wenrt- 
inghouse. finished moderately high- 
er. Sugars also resumed the rige. Sales 
amounted to 979,626 shares. 

Car loadings are running well be- 
hind last year, but some gain over 
the week ended March 11 was appar- 
ently made last week. 

The unprofitable rate of operations 
in a leading industry was reflected in 
United States Steel’s decision to cut 
the working time of salaried employes 
by 10 per cent on April 1. 

The. corporation madé no change in 


‘basic pay, but those affected will not 


be paid for these hours of leisure, so 
a further reduction in costs. to the 
company is effected. 

Cigaret production was higher last 
month, doubtless as a result of the 
year’s second price cut which was an- 
nounced early in February.

, March 23.—The up- 
ward tendency being shown by the 
stock market is due largely to antici- 
pation of the announcement of a high- 
ly constructive railroad plan by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

The general share list was in a 
downward trend late today when a 
substantial volume of buying orders 
for railroad stocks and bonds came 
into the market, for domestic as well 
as foreign account. Buying of rail- 
road securities is said to be of an ex- 
cellent character. 

President’ Roosevelt’s railroad plan 
is expected to provide for three major 
railroad mergers, one each for the 
south, west and east. Latest reports 


/are that the western group will con- 
tain two big trunk line systems. The 
southern group is expected to embrace 
four big trunk line systems and the 
eastern group two or perhaps three. 

Another reported provision of the 
plan is said to be guarantee of two 
years’ interest on railroad bonds that 
are legal investments for savings in- 
stitutions. 

Expansion in the volume of short 
selling was reported. The percentage 
of short selling to the total turnover 
was said to have been unusually large. 

The professional bears are supply- 
ing stocks in the belief that deflation 
which must result because of the re- 
cent bank closings, together with con- 
traction in general business, warrants 
an increased dividend mortality and 
lower prices for stocks. 

American Telephone & Telegraph is 
perhaps the most favored issue of the 


professional bears. It was estimated 
that approximately 20,000 shares of 
American Telephone were sold short 
today. 

Accompanying the selling of Tele- 
phone was a rumor that earnings for 
the first quarter of this year were es- 
timated at $1 a share. 

Reduction of the Wisconsin Tele-

Kentucky City Prepares 
To Hold Turbulent Ohio 
In Banks. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 23.— 
(P)—Flood preparations were rushed 
along the lower reaches of the Ohio 
today while on the upper 
stretches, where the swollen stream 
has been on a rampage for several 
days, rehabilitation work got under 
way.

CINCINNATI, March 23.—(P)— 
Flood waters of the Ohio river valley 
in this section ebbed away today from 
lands and city streets over which they 
have ruled since late last week. 


Thousands of acres still were under 
water; streets in low-lying sections of 
many towns from Gallipolis down to 
Cincinnati on the Ohio shore still 
swam with water; but the fall of the 
stream and its tributaries was defi- 
nitely on. 

At Cincinnati, from a crest of 63.6 
feet the Ohio had dropped to 68 feet 
and still was crawling back. 

Thousands still were homeless. The 
Red Cross alone reported it was giv-

Famous Novelist Describes 


Nazi Germany 


By LION FEUCHTWANGER.

BERN, Switzerland, March 
Immediately before I left America 
and shortly before the German elec- 
tions, I told my anxious friends 


abroad that any idea of pogroms in 
Germany was unthinkable, President 
Hindenburg’s name and the _ svlid 
foundations of German culture were 
pledges against such occurrences. 

During my journey across the At- 
lantic, we received on thé ship dis- 
turbing wireless reports regarding acts 
of violence against the Jews. Hhese 
seemed incomprehensible, but in Paris 
I met the first refugees from Ger- 
many. The stories they related were 
dreadful. They told me some things 
compared with which the reports of 
the atrocities during the war paled. 

I found it hard to believe these ac- 
counts, although I knew that the peo- 
ple who told them were trustworthy 
in every respect. In no way were they 
radical. They were democrats and 
members of the Catholic center parties 
—pacifists who all their lives had 
worked in favor of political media- 
tion and negotiation and men who 
hated all forms of exaggeration. 

However, they declared. they had 
seen, with their own eyes, how at- 
tempts had been made to throw peo- 
pue out of underground trains in mo- 
tion simply because they looked like 
Jews. They had seen people pulled 
from motor cars and beaten—wodmen 
and young folk, too—because they 
were thought to be Jewish. 

Despairing Stories of Women. 

These refugees also had heard ¢>- 
Sspairing stories of women whose hus- 
bands and sons had been dragged out 
of bed and inhumanly beaten. 

Where for instance, these people 
asked, is the late Jewish police vice 
president of Berlin, Bernhart Weiss? 

Day after day, these refugees. in- 
sisted, bodies are discovered mutilated 
beyond identification. Every Jew in 
Germany, they said, must expect to 
be assaulted in the street or to be 
dragged out of ked and arrested or 
to have his goods and property de- 
stroyed, while complaints are met 
with a shrug from Minister Goering 
and the remark: 

“Where timber is planed, shavings 
must drop off.” 

What has in fact happened in Ger- 
many? Six hundred thousand very 
young men to whom every charac- 
teristic can be acknowedged except 
moderation have been stirred up by 
every means against the workmen and 
the Jews. These young men have heen 
supplied with arms and have been 
given power such as has never been 
granted to policemen in Germany. 

Thus equipped they have been 
turned loose upon the people and the 
life and property of the greater part 
of the people 
them. 

It had been reckoned that personal 
feeling, revenge, self-interest and lust, 
cruelty of individuals would thus 
come out. Probably that was delib- 
erately reckoned upon. Minister Goe- 
ring’s shrugs of his shoulders leads 
one to assume that this was so. 

But that the 600,000 should have 
gone as far as they did probably was 
not anticipated, even by Minister 
Goering. We shall never know bow 
many people have been killed during 
these days simply because they looked 
like Jews or bore Jewish names, or 
how many were shot “while trying to 
escape.” 

We shall never know to what ill 
treatment Jewish prisoners were sub- 
jected. The men of the Red Cross are 
not allowed to attend people who have 
been ill-treated and information about 
many of those who disappeared is 
refused. It is even admitted officially 


that Bavarian Minister Stuetzel. who 
enjoys the highest regard of a ma- 
jority of the people, was thrashed by 
nazi storm troopers. 

BK is not contradicted that the 
storm troopers, in a spirit of levity, 
“rubbed down,” as the saying goes, 
a large number of Jews who probably 
will never get over the rubbing down 
for the rest of their lives. 

“Worst Barbarism in Years.” 

I am afraid that, taking it all in 
all, people who say that Germany 
has never seen such a measure of 
barbarism in 30 years as it sees to- 
day are right. 

Compared with the outrages which 
have been committed, what has hap- 
pened to me is nothing but a trifle. 
and I am surprised that in view of 
other horrors any notice should be 
taken of it. 

My house in Berlin is a beautiful 
one, I admit. and I was looking for- 
ward to being in it again and en- 


joying its peace after my hectic jour-

|} ney through America. However, I 
‘had been careless. It is true that while 


_in America I had refused absolutely 
to talk about Chancellor Hitler and 
had refused unusually high fees to 
lecture about him, but I had. in re- 
ply to urgent questions, uttered a 
couple of brief sentences about Hit- 
ler’s literary style. 

This strictly professional apprevia- 
tion, whieh I supported by quotations 
from studies in style of the famous 
philologist Eduard Engel, was an- 
swere| by Hitler’s men confiscating 
my wife’s motor car and threatening 
my servants with revolvers. while 
manuscripts senttomeby authors to 
read were either taken away or de- 
stroyed. The same thing was done 
with notices and manuscripts of my 
new half-finished novel, with the re- 
sult that vears of work has been lost.

done—that must surely be so. 


no idea of the outrages. 
Chancellor Hitler. too, has had nothing 
to do with these things personally, and 
Minister Goering can scarcely be sus- 
pected of complicity. 

The gravity of the situation lies in 
the fact that the government clearly 
no longer possesses any authority over 
its so-called police organization. 

The unfortunate thing is that these 
people have taken the former wild 
speeches of Hitler too literally. They 
were yromised that when the national 
revolution began the golden age would 
set in at once. Now they want the 
heads which they had been promised 
they would see rolling on the ground. 
They want lampposts decorated with 
dead bodies. The result is pogroms 
such as Germany has not seen since 
the Jewish persecutions of the 14th 
century. 

I greatly pray that the government 
may succeed in calling a halt before 
the illstreatment. the torture, the 
slaughter of the thousands of social- 
ists, Catholics and Jews lead to a civil 
war such as the world has never seen.
